Lonpon, Jan. 7.—The Mark Lane Eapress 
says: The deliveries of home-grown wheat 
at Mark Lane have been comparatively light, 
but the farmers have marketed their produce 
pretty freely in the country, although the 
condition of offerings was very unsatisfac- 
tory. Sales have consequently been difficult. 
Still, allowing for the poorness of the quality 
and holiday character of the trade, business 
was not unduly depressed, and in very few 
instances has it been necessary to make a re- 
duction to effect sales of English wheat 
where samples have been in a workable 

condition. 

The imports of foreign wheat into Lon- 
don have assumed the customary phase of 
winter scantiness, The arrivals to Friday 
were only 31,000 quarters, made up chiefly of 
American descriptions. American supplies 
must necessarily be the principal feature in 
our imports for some time. 

Maize and barley and all descriptions of 
feeding corn’moved off slowly. Where any 
quantity ehanged hands prices have been a 
turn against sellers.

But with this capacity for producing 12,000,-

about the same as lagt,—about 5,000,000 gal- 
lous, or less than half a crop. This is partly 
owing, undoubtedly, to the heavy volnme of 
rain that fell last winter, but more, doubtiess, 
to the unexplained causes which forbid a full 
yield of any fruit, and grapes especially, except 
at intervals of three or more years. Id the 
climatie conditions prove favorable during the 
coming year, California may expect to astonish 
Oe Pt with her product of the delicious 
ruft. 

There is, however, notwithstanding the short 
crop of this year,a very great satisfaction de- 
rived from the quality of the frait. Never be- 
fore have the grapes of. Californias been so 
rich and excellent, especiaily for wine- 
making. The light red wines are pronounced 
not only superior to any heretofore pro- 
duced in the State, but most competent 
tasters pronounée them equal to the best French 
productions. ‘The fermentation is excellent 
and the quality really splendid. The white 
wines are also much improyed over the product 
of former years, though probably not to so 
great an extent asthe red. This improvement 
is attributable to the increase in age of the 
vines, dnd also to the greater Knowledge of the 
vineyardigtedsptreating them and in handling 
the grapes. It igalso traceable in a considera- 
ble degree to the improvements that are con- 
stantly going on in the vineyards as suggested 
by experience and observation. Thus it is 
noticeable that the most intelligent growers are 
rooting up their dd Mission and other compar- 
atively useless vines. and substituting better 
varieties, more exactly adapted to the soil and 
climate, and at the same time those bearing 
fruit of tried excellence and approved 
favor. They are also paying greater 
attention to Ilgeation, and availing them- 
selves of acquired experience in selecting the 
proper exposure and other items which perform 
80 important a part in securing the most deli- 
cious juice from their vines. Thus itis thet the 
standard of California wives is Bos im- 

ving, and has already attained such an envia- 
And while the crude wine as re- 

ceived from the frst hands is thus of greater 
excellence this year than ever before, the 
blended wines wit! be proportionately advanced 
in character. 

The increase in the demand for California 
wines is very masked this year, especially for 
export. It is es ted t with the close of 
the current vear, the State will have exported 
2,000,000 galions, ‘against 1,500,000 gallons last 
year, The prospects are now favorable for a 
still larger 10 trade for the year to come, 
provided our rs are able to supply the 
demand. But it Is a notorious fact that, owing 
to the short crop’ of last year and the brisk 
demand for the product that has prevailed, the 
country is practigally and there is no 
old wine remaining on in bulk. Thus, 
however much the foreign demand may be in- 
creased, it will hardly be possible to export 
much more Of this year’s produce than of last 
year’s. ' 8 

The prevailing price for crude wines during 
the season now Gosing has been from 14 to 2 
per cent higher than in former yeara. The bene- 
fit of this advance has been mainiy enjoyed by 
the producer, the dealer, for reasons stated 
above, not having been able to realize more 
than in former years, He looks for his profits 
in the future, when the demand shall become 
staple aui the product assured. And certainly 
the prices réalized this year must go far to en-

Mr. Harrison—l pe the gentleman will 
withdraw his objection. 

Mr. Garfield—I will not. 

Mr. Harrison—A Judge occupying a high 
official position in the past, honored in my 
district, is charged with misconduct as such 
Judge. In the petition which I present a large 
number of my constituents pray that a com- 
mittee be appointed, so that his official conduct 
may be examined and reported on at once. We 
owe this tothe Judge himself, who wants an 
investigation and desires that the investigation 
proceed at once. There may be some who 
would say send the question to the Committee 
on Judiciary, but, sir, the gentlemen of that 
Committee are already employed—three on 
another committee, three on an investigation in 
the City of New York. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee has a large business before it. Be- 
sides, this is such an examination 
that men should be appointed spe- 
cially to look into the matter, 
so that this gentleman’s character, if 
maligned, may be vrompily vindicated and 
the country informed that he deserves to stand 
well before his countrymen. If, on the otber 
hand, the charges are not false, then my con- 
stituents have the right to let the country know 
the grounds on which these charges are made. 
This question is one of the highest .privilege, 
one which, in the interest of the Judge himself, 
my own personal friend, 1 say should be passed 
upon as quickly as possible. Ii the gentleman 
from Onio (Mr. Garfield) objects to the right to 


report et any time, I will strike out that portion 
of the resolution; but let him take the conse- 
quence.of endeavoring to stifle the report be 
fore this House. 1 believe that, as a question 
of privilege, this matter ought to be reported 


upon at the earliest time when a conclusion 


may be reached. Iask that the question be 


put to the House and decided by it at once. I 
yield for a moment to my colleague, Mr. 
Burchard. | ) 
e MR. BURCHARD OBJECTS. 

Mr. Burchard—Mr. Speaker, 1 do not object 
to the resolution introduced b my colleague, 
bat to the appointment of a special committee, 
and I move to amend the resolution 80 as to 
provide that instead of appointing a special 
committee of five, this matter be investigated 
by the Judiciary Committee, 

Mr. Harrison—If the gentleman please, I 
did not yield for any amendment. I yielded 
for his remarks, but not for the offering of an 
amendment. 

Mr. Burchard—Very well; although my sol- 
league does, not yield for an amendment, this 
matter will have to be submitted to the House. 

The Speaker—The subject is before the 
House, and before it as a question of privilege. 
That being the position of the resolution, it is 
certaiuly open to amendment. 

Mr. Harrison When I yield the floor for an 
amendment, but not before, 

Mr. Hale—I suppose that the previous ques- 
tion, if called, can be voted down, and then the 
resolution can be referred to the Committee on 


the Judiciary. 


Mr. Burchard—If my colleague yields for re- 


marks only, Iwill confine myself to that. 

Mr. Harrison—I only yielded to my colleague 
for remarks, not for amendment. 

Mr. Burchard—I desire to say this matter was 
brought up alle closing hours of the session 
of this House just preceding the holiday recess. 
It was rumored there were gentlemen who were 
whispering charges against aJudge who stood 
so high in the estimation of the legal fraternity 
of Chicago and of the Northern District of IIli- 
nois, as well as in the estimation of all the 
members of the State of Illinois, that not one 
of these members was ready to indorse a peti- 
tion and put it in the petition-box for reference 
to the Committee on the Judiciary. But just 
on the eve of adjournment, as the Speaker was 
about to raise his gavel to say the House stood 
adjourned, under the concurrent resolutions 
of the two Houses, until the 7th of Janu- 
ary, the following did object to papal 
being presented from the Speaker’s table, and 
it was passed over. We then returned home, 
and my colleague now deems it his duty to do 
what he did not do then, and that is, indorse 
and present this petition. Now, Mr. Speaker, 
Judge Blodgett himself, as well as the friends 
of Judge Blodgett, do not object, and the mem- 
bers of the delegation upon this floor from the 
State of Illinois do not object to the investiga- 
tion, and the petition to which wyolleague has 
referred is signed by men who, hearing these 
rumors, and believing the reputation of this 
Judge is unstained, bave joined im asking that 
there may be such proceeding. But they ask, 
in addition, that it shall be referred to the usual 
committee,—the Committee on the Judiciary,— 
made up of lawyers; of men selected by the 
Speaker from the body of the House because of 
their legal standing and attainments; of men 
who have the contidence of the House and of 
the community, that they shall make this in- 
vestigation, and then we will be content. Ido 
not presume any other than a fair committee 
would be appointed by the Speaker under theres- 
olution, but it would have such appearance as 
would not give such weicht to this examiuation 
as it would have if it should be examined, as I 
believe every case, at least within my recollec- 
tom, has deen by the Law Committee of the 
House. The friends of Judge Blodgett, and 
Judge Blodgett himself, desire that the investi- 
gations shouid be bad, and he has sent to me to 
present a letter which I desire to have read. I 
send it up to the Clerk’s desk for that purpose.

Mr. Burchard—A word more, Mr. Speaker, 
and I will not then further trespass upon the 
time of my colleggue. I hope my colleague 
will not object to the House voting upon the 
question, which it almost, if not invariably, has 
done, as to what committee it will send this 
subject to. Let the House vote, and I insist 
the House ought so have the opportunity to 
vote whether it will send this to a special com- 
mittee or to the usual Standing Committee of 
the House—tbe Committee on Judiciary. If 
my colleague insists I shall not offer the 
amendment now. Nevertheless, 1 hope the 
House will permit a vote to be taken by the 
House whether t his subject shall be referred to 
a standing or to a special committee. 

Mr. Harrison—Mr. Speaker, my colleague, 
who has just taken his seat, bas referred to the 
presentation, through the Speaker, of a petition 
on the last cay before the holiday recess.

| claimed the discretion as to when it should be

where the witnesses are, where the records are. 
and where the Government will be subjected to 
a vast deal less expense than if witnesses were 
sent for to be brought to the City of Washing- 
ton. I do think that no man, if he bea friend 
of Judge Blodgett, will object to the course I 
have proposed. Lyman Trumbull, last week, in 
a speech before the Bar Association of my city, 
said that, were he in the position of Judge Biod- 
gett, the sun should not go down before he 
would ask for an investigation. Let not men 
here, endeavoring notto screen Judge Blodgett, 
but to hide other facts, trv to impede an 
investigation, 80 as. to leave that 
high Judge charged with malfeasance. There 
are able lawyers in this House.—men who, with 
all due respect to the Judiciary Committee, are 
their neers. The Speaker can select such men, 
not partisans. There is no partisanship in this 
question. The: mass of the men who signed 
that petition charging misconduct are Kepublic- 
ans, not Democrats, There is no party in it. 
It is simply that the people of my State, second 
to nove in this Union for its vast business 
before the District Courts. come before 
this House asking that it shall 
be ascertained, and ascertained as 
quickly as possible, whether this man is corrupt 
or not.

The Speaker—Does the gentleman yield to the

Mr. Harrison—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tucker—I agree with my friend from 
Illinois that there ought to be an investigation 
of these charges.

pipe was covered with asbestos, it will be very 
easy to understand that its heat was very great, 

that the above which were super- 
heated for along time previous caught fire 
immediately above this elbow, and from thence 
the flames spread to the elevator. In support 
of this theory there is the very significant fact 
that the floor of the main hall at this place is 
completely burnt through, which could not 
have been the case had the fire originated in the 
earpenter shop, which is north of this place and 
separated from the flue by au arched brick wall. 
For the firete pass from the shop 
tothe passage where the flue is it would 
bave to eat its wav along the floor and 
thence up to the near to 
the fue. This it did not do, 
for there still remains a vile of boards across 
the arches which are unburned. There is also 
considerable testimony from competent wit- 
nesses who saw the fire at its inception. 

Mr. Ransom Law, the foreman of the stamp- 
table, was at work up-stairs when he saw smoke 
coming from below. He ran down-stairs and 
looked through the glass door of waat is known 
as the little carpenter shop and saw the fire. He 
states positively and without hesitation that 
the tire at that time was over the flue, and that 
the carpenter shop was not on fire. This ought 
to be pretty conclusive, but in addition there is 
the statement of William Matlack, who 
was at work at the paper stamp 
table adjoining the carpenter shop. 
He also looked through the carpenter-shop and 
saw the fire overthe boiler. Several of the em- 
ployes working in the vicinity of the flue have 
noticed that, underneath where there is no 
asbestos covering, the flue has frequently been 
in the condition which they describe as blue- 
hot.“ Neil Fullerton, the carpenter, is positive 
of this, and Louis Mathews, the plumber, bears 
out this testimony. It appears that there was 
a man in the carpenter shop just previous two 
the alarm, and he saw no fire there, 
and no danger of any. The engineer, 
Mr. Warder is much more heated on this sub- 
ject than his boilers ever were. He was not in 
the engine-room, however, at the time of the 
first alarm, and bis testimony on the subject is 
really not of much value, although his impres. 
sions on the subject are exceedingly vivid and 
em phatic. 

A visit to the scene with a lantera and a com- 
petent guide will convince any reasoning man 
that the fire originated at the elbow in the flue 
mentioned above. After a careful look at the 
hole in the floor above there can be no escape 
from this conclusion.

THE SALARY-GRAB BILL OF 1878. 

The Milwaukee Sentinel and the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean have been earnestly urged, and 
we may without exaggeration say affection- 
ately importuned, to give the history of the 
Congressional Salary-Grab bill; and al- 
though large stockholders in both concerns 
were leading actors in fhe concoction and 
passage of that bill we have not been able to 
induce either of these personal ergans to 
publish an account of it. This is to be re- 
gretted the more because both of those 
organs could relate the bottom facts and 
give the true inwardness of the grabbery ” 
from the personal knowledge of the two gen- 
tlemen who completely eontrol and partly 
own them. 

In the absence thereof we will give astate- 
ment of the matter taken from the Congres- 
sional Record, and the Washington specials 
of the time, and the recollection of persons 
who were there. ‘ 

In January, 1871, the Legislature of IIli- 
nois elected Joun A. Locan Senator for six 
years from the 4th of March, 1871. He took 
his seat in December, 1871. The dates have 
an importance, Near the close of that Con- 
gress the scheme was proposed to increase 
the annual pay of Senators and Represente- 
tivca from $5,000 to 57.500. Marr Cane 
tern of Wisconsin and Jon A. Lodax in 
the Senate, and Bren Born ef Massachu- 
setts and Cuartzy Eiprepce of Wisconsin 
in the House, were the chief engineers and 
advocates of the scheme, When the bill was 
in Committee of the Whole in the House, 
where no record of the yeas and nays is 
made, the scheme was easy tocarry. When, 
however,. the bill got out of Committee, 
and where the yeas and mays could be 
called for, its friends weakened, and 
it failed. The rascally grab was defeated 
on several votes. Finally, however, it was 
concinded to get the matter before a con- 
ference committee,”—which is the trick gen- 
erally resorted to in order to pass indefensi- 
ble bills. Originally Burizn’s Grab bill 
raised the salaries of Senators end Repre- 
sentatives to $8,000 a year. The Legislative 
Appropriation bill passed the House without 
including any provision for increase of the 
pay of members, under the expectation that 
the Senate would include it among the 
amendments to the bill. The Senate refused 
to do this, but otherwise amended the bill. 
In committee the House, on motion by Bur- 
Ln, added to the Senate amendment one 
increasing the pay of members of Congress 
in the future, and also backward for two 
years, to $7,500 a year for each member. 
When the bill was reported to the House, 
and members had to vote by yeas and nays, 


they again weakened, and Burtzr’s salary- | 


grab was reluctantly negatived. 

On the Ist of March Burizr explained to 
the House that it was necessary to adopt 
some such amendment at that stage of the 
bill or the increase of salaries would be 


lost. If the House would vote for any sum, | 


it made no difference what, the bill could be 
given to a conference committee, and the 
full grab desired could be secured. The 
House reconsidered the vote rejecting the 
grab, and, after painfully-protracted pro- 
ceedings, raised their pay to $6,500 a year, 
and it was passed in that form. When this 
amendment reached the Senate, it was re- 
jected. This was exactly as Burn and 
the ‘‘ grabbers” designed. The bill. was 
then referred to a conference commit: 
tee,” according to the original plot, consist- 
ing of Moran: of Maine, Carpenter of 
Wisconsin, and Bayarp of Delaware, of the 
Senate, and Ben Burizer, Sam Rax DAA, and 
Gams, of the House. This Committee 
reported back a provision fixing the salary at 
$7,500, and dating the increase back flo 
years. This report was adopted in both 
Houses, and the grab was complete. 

In the Senate, the vote on adepting the 
report of the Conference Committee, which 
had raised the salary from $5,000 to $7,500 
a year, and made it grab backward two years, 
was: Yeas, 36; pays, 27.

fixed by law. He knew that, after he had 
served two years, to vote himself in the last 
hours of his term an extra compensation 
covering the previous two years, was a dis- 
honorable and dishonest act, and for him to 
vote fora repeal of the law—he to retain 
the $5,000—was a full confession that he 
knew the money had been improperly ob- 
tained. The plea that- it had cost a Senator 
$5,000 to get elected was neither a legal nor 
amoral defense for pillaging the Treasury. 

We have already noticed that Senator 
Oatxspy was one of the foremost and most 
active Senators in having the Salary-Grab 
act repealed. There is another candidate for 
Senator who had a hand in that matter. Mr. 
Farwsz1t was a member of the House at that 
time. During the entire proceedings on that 
‘‘Salary-Grab” act Burian got no aid from 
Farwet. He did not vote for the swindle 
at any time nor in any form. When Con- 
gress adjourned, the Treasury Department 
decided that the money belonged to the 
members, and that the only way to refuse it 
was to draw the money and pay it back into 
the Treasury. So Mr. Faxwux received the 
check for the money from the Sergeant-at- 
Arms and remitted the same to the Treasurer, 
and had it in this way returned to the public 
funds. f 

Senators and Representatives to a large 
number adopted the same course, Their 
names are on record; but he who desires to 
know the names of the men who honestly 
restoréd the money which the grabbers 
forced upon them will loek in vain in the 
list for the names of Jonny A. Loo or 
Marr H. Carpenter. The historian will 
search the records in vain for any disclaimer 
(or return of the money) on the part of either 
of these men.

ADDITIONAL SILVER LEGISLATION. 

The statement comes from Washington 
that Mr. Asram S. Hxwrrr intends to devote 
his energies during the remainder of the ses- 
sion to securing the passage of the Silver bill 
which he introduced before the holidays; 
that five members of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee are already pledged to it, 
so that only one more vote is necessary to 
obtain a favorable report; and, finally, that 
the prospect for the passage of the bill is 
good in both the House and the Senate. 
This may be taken as Mr. Hewrrr’s view, 
and we may be permitted to deubt its accu- 
racy, inasmuch as the bill in hand is de- 
signed to practically demonetize the silver 
dollar under the pretense of convertibility. 
Any such measure is so flagrantly at variance 
with the popular sentiment that we do not 
believe either House will pass it. . 

Mr. Hewrrr assumes in his preamble that 
the gold dollar is the sole unit of value,—an 
assumption which ignores the purpose and 
effect of the act restoring the standard silver 
dollar. On the basis of this assumption his 
bill provides that the silver dollars shall be 
redeemed in gold st the Sub-Treasury of 
New York when presented in sums of $100 
and multiples thereof. It is true that Mr. 
Hewirt has sought to conceal the real pur- 
pose as we have stated it by making his biil 
provide also that silver dollars shall be paid 
out in exchange for gold when the latter be 
presented in similar sums for exchange into 
silver; but it is with the knowledge that, 
under the present relations of gold and 
silver, there will be no gold seeking exchange 
for silver except for small-change purposes, 
and hence the purport of the bill iss simply 
“to redemption for silver in gold, and thus 
pave the way for the retirement of the 
legal-tender silver dollar. To make this 
purpose the more certain of accomplishment, 


his bill further provides that the existing 


law requiring a coinage of not less thin 
$2,000,000 and not mors than $4,000,000 of 
standard silvera month shall be repealed, 
and that thereafter only such standard silver 
dollars shall be coined as may be absolutely 
deryanded. : 


The passage of this deceptive:tittle bill of 
Mr. Hewrrr’s would place in the power of 
the Secretary of the Treasury the préven- 
tion of any issue or circulati¢h of the silver 
dollars, for that official woulll be the judge” 
of the “demand.” Indeed, it is 
whether a Secretary of the Treasury favor- 
able to ‘the double standard could keep the 


silver dollars in circulation under the opera- 


Mr. Larusor’s bill is entitled An act 
to place the silver comage of the United 
States upon the basis of its intrinsic 
value,” and provides generally for free coin- 
age and the elevation of the pres- 
ent subsidiary silver to the same 
relative weight and standard of the silver 
dollar. The only charge to be made for 
mintage is that for refining and separating 
when the silver brought to the mint is not 
of the proper standard. It is only through 
the passage of this or a similar bill that 
genuine remonetization of silver in this 
country can be secured, for it is only under 
such conditiong as this bill provides that 
silver will be 4 a plane with gold, which is 
the only rational construction of the double 
standard. Then would be restored for the 
first time the option of paying in eather 
metal, for then for the first time would it be 
possible and easy to obtain either metal. 
The operation of such a law, too, will be the 
quickest and most direct way of restoring 
the equilibrium of bullion values between 
gold and silver. The coinage of silver 
dollars during the past. ten months has not 
equaled the current production of the 


upon the European stock of silver in disuse, 
but a further contribution to that stock by 


‘| export from this country; indeed, there has 


searcély been #0 large a consumption 
of silver for coinage purposes as there was 
during the coinage of subsidiary silver prior 
to the passage of the act restoring the silver 
dallar; hence there has been nothing to. 
check the decline in the bullion value of 
silver. Under the operation of free coinage, 
however, the demand for that metal for 
monetary use would exceed the native sup- 
ply, soon exhaust the European surplus 
which was the result of German demonetiza- 
tion, and speedily restore silver to the same 
relative value it had previous to its disuse in 
Germany by creating a new demand therefor 
equal to the extent of demonetization else- 
where. When this state of ‘things shall 
have been brought about, it will only be 
necessary to adopt in this country the Euro- 
pean ratio of 155 te 1 in order to secure the 
actual presence of the double standard as it 
existe to-day in France. ' 
It may be that it will not be possible to 
secure any additional legislation on the silver 
question during the short life of the present

DEMOCRATIC ALLIANCES. 

It is an interesting feature of politics in 
the South that the papers in that section are 
casting about to see where they can best 
make their alliances in the next Presidential 
contest, and are warmly discussing the ques- 
tion whether they shall go with the Eastern 
or Western Democrats.

POLYGAMY IN UTAH. 
It is to the credit of the American people 


tion has decided, the unanimous con- 
currence of all the Judges, that polygamy is 
unlawful in the Territory of Utah as well as 
in other portions of this country. Some 
people will be surprised that any such de- 


come to acquiesce in polygamy as a part of 
the Mormon religion, and to regard Utah as 
the home of Mormonism, will feign aston- 
ishment, and perhaps feel some apprehen- 
sion at taking a stand against that established 
institution.

The Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that “ the Congress shall have power 
to dispose of and make all needful rules and 
regulations respecting the territory belonging 
to the United States.”

Only 
a short time ago New Yorkers were excited over 
several extensive robberies, among others that 
of Jonnson’s jewelry-store. Last night the 
Johnson robbery was repeated in tbis city, and, 
up to the present date, the new year has 
been replete with misdeeds of various descrip- 
tions. The location of last nicht's affair was 
GOLDSMID’S PAWN-SHOP, 

at No. 99 Madison street, and the hour a few 
minutes—ten, perhaps—alter 6 o’clock, an bour 
when the street ig filled with people returning 
bome from work. ‘The robbers, doubti paid 
no attention to this fact, but merely waited until 
Louis Rotagerber, one of the clerks in the pawn- 
shop, had gone home, and Heury Hammond, 
another clerk, had gone to supper, leaving in 
the shop Mr. Goldsmid, a young man named 
Stephen Grace, and a boy named Joseph Stern. 
There were evidently three in the gang of rob- 
bers, and they distributed themselves as fol- 
lows: One held the horse and cutter which they 
dfove up in just outside of Harkins’ shoe store, 
a few doors north of Madison on Dear- 
born street, another passed to the west 
of the pawn-shop, while the third 
one gazed in at the show-window 
on the east side of the pawn-shop, having con- 
cealed under bis clothing a hatchet. No. 2, 
bo had on rubber oyershoes, sneaked up to the 
door of the pawn-shop, and, without being 
noticed by any one, placed a block of wood, 
made for the purpose, in the door-handle, com- 
pletely closing it to those upon the inside. At 
a given signal No. 3 struck a sudden 
blow upon the plate-glass window with his 
hatchet, and then threw the weapon through 
the glass at another point, the two blows com- 
pletely breaking up the lower haif of a three- 
eighths-inch plate glass. No. 2, almost at 
the same moment, made a dash for two trays of 
diamond rings which were placed upon a sus- 
pended glass shelf im the window; No. 3 
made two grabs for some other jewelry in the bot- 
tom of the window, and then both bolted for the 
cutter waiting for them just around the corner. 
At least twenty persons must have actually seen 
the entire robbery, although it doubtiess took 
some moments beiore they comprehended it, 
and at least three times that number must have 
been within seeing distance. And yet, so far as 
can be learned, only one, a young man 
employed at Wolford’s saloon, named Harry 
Bennett, attempted to stop them. He made 
a praiseworthy endeavor to stop thief No. 3, 
but the fellow, with an oath and a threat, 
roughly broke away from um and ran.

DJELALABAD. 


Sale’s Gallant Defense Thirty-Seven Years 
Ago. 
New York World, 

Djelalabad is mémorable in English military 
annals in consequence of Sale’s gallant defense 
in the winter of 1841-2. The Ghilzies having 
gathered with a view to cutting off the British 
communication with India, (ren. Elphinstone 
sent Sir Robert Sale with two regiments from 
Cabul to foree the Khood Pass. Sale set out on 
the 12th of October and fought his way through 
to Djelalabad, which he reached on the 12th of 
November. Almost immediately afterward a 
body of Afghan horsemen brought a letter from 
the weak and confiding Elphinstone, in which 
the convention entered into with Abkar Khan 
Was announced, and Sale was ordered per- 
emptorily to march with arms, ammunition, 
and stores to Peshawur, the Afghans promis- 
ing that the “troops would not be mo- 
lested on the way.” Serious as was 
the responsibility of refusing to obey orders, 
Sale called a council of war, which (thougn there 
was doubt and hesitation) decided, main! 
turough the persistence of Havelock and - 
foot, to remain at Djelalabad and defend the 
place against all comers. It then consisted of 
an irregular qua@rilateral, surrounded by lofty 
ramparts, with a perimeter of about 2,100 yards. 
The works were of earth without parapets, 
ditches, covered way or outwork of any sort; 
there were thirty-three bastions, but their con- 
struction was so faulty that they were worse 
tan useless. The town contained but 300 
ö ponees, and had the reputation of being one of 

the filthies places in toe East. It was sur- 
rounded on sides with walled gar- 
dens, inclosed fields, ruined forts and 
mosques, affording admirable cover to 
an enemy; on three sides, at a distance of 
about yards, lay the ruins of the walls of 
the ancient city | ovposite the southwest angie 
ran a range o hights completely overlooking 
the town, and parallel to the north side, within 
150 yards, there was a mud bank nearly twenty 
feet in hight. Tuis extended several miles to 
the cast, and afforded a secure and unseen ap- 
proach for any number of men. 

Three days after the council had decided that 
“it would not be prudent to act upon such a 
document, and that the garrison would there- 
fore remain whera it was until further orders, a 
sentinel saw a mounted man in the distance, a 
rider who appeared to be a European, fafnt and 
wounded, coming on a half-starved pouy from 
the pass; it was Dr. Brydon, the only man of 
Elphinstone's force that reached Djelalabad ; he 
was taint, bleeding, and covered with wounds, 
and grasped in bis hand a small fragment of a 
sword, his only weapon. Four miles from town 
the @airymen sent out to bring him in found 
the mutilated remains of three of his compan- 
tous, after killing whom the Afghans had gone 
back to the hills, leaving Brydon, who had 
lagged behind, to pass unnoticed; but not an- 
other living soul came through the pass, though 
for some nigbts lanterns were suspeoded on 
poles above the walls, and tne bugles sounded 
to encourage stragglers. Sale set himself to 
prepare lor a siege, and, while the walls were 
manned with non-combatants trained to handle 
pikes made out of old hooks and other scraps of 
iron, the garrison turned out to forage. lu two 
days 170 cattle and 700 sheep were brought in, 
the former being slain and salted down, and the 
latter sent out to graze near the walls. Trees 
and bushes that might afford cover to an enemy 
were cut dow, and even the doors and win- 
dews of unoccupied houses were torn away and 
laid up for fuel. On the Lith of February, 1842, 
Akbar Khan's army arrived before the walls, 
which were stroug already, and daily becomi 
stronger. On the 19th, just as the men march 
out and set to work, there came atrembliog of 
the ground anda soise “like the sound of a 
thousand heavily-ladeu wagons rolling and jolt- 
ing over an ill-paved street.“ meu, panic- 
stricken, rushed out of the trenches, and in an 
instaut walls and houses splitting asunder came 
crashivg down.

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THE GAGE CASE. 

The most important opinion by far of those 
appounced yesterday was that in the ease of The 
City ‘of Chieago vs. David A. Gage end his 
bondsmen.

THE TAXLOR WILL CASE. 
Another decision of great interest to the general 
public was that in the case of Hobart Chatfield 
Taylor vs. Albert Keep and others, involving the 
yalidity of the willof the late Henry Hobart 
Tavlor, and the disposition of an estate worth 


$750,000. Taylor died in November, 1875, leav- 


| ing a widow and one son his sole heirs. He de- 


vised the interest on oné-third his property to 
his wife, the principal to go to his son after her 
death. If she should survive him, the principal 
was to go to certain charitable uses, and, if she 
refused to take under the will, she was to re- 
ceiyeat once full eontrol of one-third the estate. 
| A tract of land was also given to the son and 
$50,000 in cash, to be invested in interest- 
bearing securities, and the principal at his death 
to go to his children, if he had any, and if not, 
to certain charitabie institutions. All the rest 
of his estate was to be given to seven trustees 
to be used in the founding and endowing in 
Chicago of such an institution, charitable or 
otherwise. as they thought was most needed 
and would do the most positive and enduring 
good. If the trustees decided not to found any 
new institution, the property was to goto the 
Home for the Friendless. 

The contest was over this last devise to chari- 
table institutions and over the clause giving 
$50,000 to the son. It was charged the devise was 
void for indefiniteness in the beneficiaries 
thereunder, and that the property embraced in 
the residuary request and contingent charity 
bequest should go to the son. A cross-bill was 
filed by the Home of the Friendless to save the 
contingent rights, and to declare the other char- 


| itable bequests void. This made a triangular 


contest, and the case occupied several days in 
trial. Judge Williams entered a decree in favor 
of the will, dismissing both bill and cross-bill. 
Judge Bailey delivered the opinion of the Ap- 
pellate Court, He said that it wasa well-set- 


tled principle of law that ‘courts of equity car- 
ried trusts into execution only when they were 
certain and definite io their character. If a trust 
was so vague and indéfinite that courts of equi- 
ty could not clearly ascertain either the objects 
or persons, such trust would be held to fail. 
Trusts for charitable purposes, however, are 
exceptions, and were upheld, although express- 
ed with great generality and vagueness, The 
exception, bowever, was strictly in favor of char- 
ities, and the language employed must require 
that the fund be expended for some charity ac- 
cording to the legal signification of the word, 
and for nothing else. If the language of the 
gift left to the trusteea discretion to expend 
the funa for a non-charitable purpose or one 
partly charitable, it would not be upheld. 
The language emploved by the devisor 
must devote the fund definitely and entirely to 
charity, and if it failed so to do the Cout could 
not establish or administer the fund as charita- 
ble. The interpretation of this word “charity” 
was to be governed by the Statute of 48 Eliza- 
beth, and since the statute no bequests were 
to be deemed within the authority of chancery 
avd capabie of being established and regulated 
thereby, except bequests for those purposes 
which the statute enumerated as charitable, or 
which by analogy were deemed to be within its 
spirit or iotendment. If the will devoted 
the estate to charity and left dis- 
erection in the trustees, it be 
upheld as a charity, notwithstanding the 
uncertainty and indefiniteness of the beveficia- 
ries to whose use it was to be applied. If, on 
the other band, it appeared to have been the 

urpose and intention of the testator to vest in 
2 trustees a dlscretion to devote the fund in 
any event or under auy circumstances to à pur- 
pose not included within the legal definition of 
charity, bis bequest was too uncertain and in- 
definite to be sustained and must be held to be 
void. Every word of the will must be given its 
proper siguification and the whole intention of 
the will considered. 

It would be difficult to invest the trustees 
with a broader discretion than the will 
gave them in relation to the character 
of the — institution to be founded 
and endowed. No discretion could be confided 
to an agent without involving an element of un- 
certainty as to how the diseretion should be ex-

THE AIKEN CASE. 

The ease of Dr. Aiken vs. The State Board of 
Health was affirmed yesterday by the Appellate 
Court. This was a case brought by Aiken 
to prevent the Board of Health from 
revoking his license te practice medi- 
cine in their State, the Board claiming 
he bed deen guilty of unprofessional 
couduct in advertising his skill and success in 
the treatment of chronic diseases. Judge 
Williams, however, dismissed the bill, and 
Aiken appealed. Judge Pleasants held that the 
case presented no instance of property right 
threatened by the proposed action of the State 
Board. The only right involved was the right 
to practice the profession of medicine, but that 
was purely a personal right, of the same char- 
acter ae. the right of liberty or reputation, and 
aninjunction would not lie to protect against its 
infringement, there being adequate legal reme- 
dies for the Invasion of such rights. An in- 
junction only lay in a case where the threatened 
conduct directly affected some property or chose 
in action, real or personal, in possession or en- 
pectancy, and which could be specifically de- 
scribed. The complainant’s profession was a 
means of acquiring property, bus it would not 
affect any property whieh could be described 
as his ia possession or in action, vested or con- 
tingent. The Court could not Know that he 
would ever have 4 patient. Furthermore, as a 
personal right it was not absolute, but stood so 
related to the health and lives of the citizen as 
to be clearly within the police power of the 
State, and the ‘legislative department might 
exercise that power as it saw fit, and impose 
such terms as it deemed most likely to subserve 
the public welfare. ’ 

There was no need to discuss the questions as 
to the constitutionality of the State Board. It 
was not claimed to be unconstitutional because 
the Legislature did not have power to pass some 
suc act, but because the particular vrovision 
was bad which exempted practitioners of ten 
years’ standing from its operation, If that pro- 
vision comprised the whole act, then there was 
no State Board as a 
regulation d

dare of the Board to revoke the license was as 
impudent as would be the threat of the Buard 
of Trade. Against such à threat a court of chan- 
cery would not interpose by 2 if it 
was not unconstitutional, the only question was 
one of construction, and by ite provisions the 
power was piainly given to the rd to deter- 
miue the quatifications of such as applied for 
admission to practice upon examination, and 
upon the same principle to refuse such as they 
deemed unqualified, or to revoke the licenses of 
such, as having been admitted, afterward showed 
themselves in the judgment of the Board un- 
worthy of the privilege. With the erercise of 
that power in good faith, the judicary bad 
no rignt to interfere. Tnat power stood on pre- 
cisely the same footing as other licenses issued 
and granted fn the exercise of the police power 
of the State, which might issne and revoke on 
stich terms aud conditions as the legislative de- 
partment might think fit to impose. 

But without passing on the constitutionality 
of the particular provision in question, it seemed 
to be clear that the Legislature bad euthority, 
in the exereise of the police power, to regulate 
the practice of medicine among the citizens of 
the State, an jamong those regulations td pre- 
scribe the terms of admission to such privilece. 
There was no reason, also, why, on the same 
principle, they might not grade practitioners 
according to the period of their practice of the 
profession. 


SALVAGE OR TOWAGE. 

In the case of Sullivan vs. The Tug Albatross, 
Judge Blodgett yesterday entered an order va- 
cating the decree and order approving the Com- 
missioner’s report, and giving the defendant 
twenty days in which to file exceptions to the 
Commissioner’s report. This was a libel to re- 
cover salvage for saving the Albatross. I+ 
seems that in December, 1878, the Albatross, 
then moored toa dock at Detroit, broke adrift 
and out past the lighthouse into Milwaukee 
Bay. The tug Green was hired to go and find 
her and bring her back, which was done, the 
work only occupying about two hours and a 
half. The owner of the tug Green subse 
quently presented a bil! for $150 for salvage, 
nearly balf the value of the vessel, and a 
part owner of the Albatross signed « due- 
bili for that amount. It was not paid, how- 
ever, and a suit was for the amount. 
Commissioner Proudfoot, to whom the case 
was referred, reported that the amount was 
reasonable, and should be paid. The defendant 
claimed that salvage only accrued for voluntary 
service; that in the present case the tug Green 
was bired to get the Albatross back, and was 
only entitled to a reasonable sum for such 
service, there being Do danger of the Albatross 


being lost. The report was filed without notice 
—.— and approved, no exceptions 


taken.

It it is on the whole advantageous to us, we 
ought vot to regret If it is still more advanta- 
geous to them. 

“T will not say that the statements made in 
the report are disingenuous, and designed to 
create an unjust prejudice against the treaty, 
for this I cannot believe, although it is under- 
stood that the Secretary was always opposed to 
the treaty. Although he shows that our exports 
to the Islands have only about doubled during 
the short time sinee the treaty went 
into effect, large pecuniary benefits 
te us have resulted beyond the export of 
merchandise. For instance, four steamers bave 
been built, equipped, and furnished in the 
United States for the Islands since the treaty 
went into effect, and fifteen sailing vessels have 
deen built for or sold to them during the same 
time, and this branch of business is rapidly in- 
creasing. All this bas been rendered possible 
dy the stimulus given to the industries of the 
Islands by the effects of the treaty, even in so 
sbort a time,—what, then, be expected in 
the future? The first benefi effects mast 
have been looked for there. for, till industries 
were revived or created there, no demand could 
be expected for supplies hom us, aud this is 
necessarily a work of time. A sugar or à coffee 

tation, a banana or an orange grove, cannot 
created and made productive in a day, and it 
is truly astonishing that so much has been done 
in so short a time. 
THE DEMAND FOR OUR MERCHANDISE 
has actually doubled in the first two years of 
the treaty, while in other respects the advan- 
tages to us have increased more than tenfold.

The amount of Mr. Swith’s 
wealth was not ai ed, but is said to be 
large. He gave to Geserving poor and 
needy freely, but was always careful not to 
make any ostentatious show of his charities. 
His will, which makes his aaughter—who has 
attended to his business affairs latterly—the 
Trustee of his éstate, provides for a bestowal, 
alter his death, of all the property for the ben- 
efit of such charitable institutions as she may 
elect in her will, 

Mr. Smith was married May 26, 1836, to Miss 
Jane A. Palmer, of Pittsburg, Pa., by whom he 
had two children, one of whom, a son, died 
when young.

THE EVILS WHICH AFFLICT MEXICO—AN INTSR- 
MINABLE LIST.OF CRIMBS OF ALL KINDS. 
Frem the Monitor Regudlicano, Dec. 20, 1878. 

We live ia an epoch in which evils of every 
class have become incarnated in such a manner 
in our mode of being that public attention can 
only be awakened in the presence of some crime 
of extraordinary magaitade; aud even then, 
after the lapse af a few days, the same state of 
indifference is resumed, masmuch as crimes re- 
main unpupisbed, and there does not exist the 
most remote probability that tue victims will 
ever be indemniued ior the damages sustained. 

¥ accounts are given of robberies, of mur- 
ders, accompanied by circumstances more or 
less repugnant and monstrous; of corpses 
found in a state of decomposition,—the police 
being unable to discover the authors of those 
mysterious crimes. The press speaks, urges the 
authorities to comply with their duties; but the 
impression made is effaced very soon, because
